Later he entered the mercantile busi- 
ness with the late W. A. Rhodes under 
Die firm name of Rhodes & Reed. 


Mr. Reed wa.s one of the founders 


He served 
as a director of that institution more 
than .'!() years. He was elevated to the 
vice-presidency several years ago, a 
IJosiliim he held at the time of his 
death. 


Mr. Reed wa.s one of the original 


founders of Hope Hardware company 
and wa.s active in the organization of 
Hope Auto company.

Some leaders said privately that one 


reason they desired to dispose of Lud- 
low's legislation quickly was that any 
prolonged debate might include "in- 
cendiary talk" about other nations. 


Full discussion and pasage of the 


amendment was demanded by four 
peace organizations in an open letter 
to house members. The letter asserted 
that a referendum would serve notice 
on other countries that, if the Ameri- 
can people were aroused to war, "they 
would enter the conflict of their own 
free will and with a determination that 
would make them a doubly dangerous 
foe." 


Peace Lobby 


It was signed by the National Coun- 


cil for Prevention of War, the Wom- 
en's International League for Peace 
and Freedom, World Peaceways, and 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation. 


Representative Fish (Rep., N. Y.) as- 


serted that opponents had engaged in

Blood Vessel Valves 


We know that the blood vessels in 


the legs dilate or become varicose be- 
cause of increased pressure. This may 
be due to pressure on large veins high- 
er up in the body as a result of swell- 
ing ol the various organs. 


For example, there is frequently in- 


creased pressure in the abdomen as a 
result of the processes of childbirth. 
The elasticity of the walls of the veins 
break down under the continuous 
pressure and frequently varicose veins 
of the legs are found in women after 
childbirth. 


In some persons varicose veins de- 


velop because their occupations keep 
them constantly on their feet, increas- 
ing the pressure in the veins. The 
veins in the legs have valves which 
are able to take care of the weight of 
the blood under ordinary conditions, 
but which eventually break down un- 
der long continued or too great pres- 
sure.

Tin Not Poisonous 


Tin cans are not the offenders that 


some people think. The prevalent idea 
that if fod is left in an open tin can 
various poisonous substances are apt 
to develop, has no foundation in fact, 
according to nutrition authorities. 


Food poisoning Is usually caused by 


eating food containing certain bacteria 
or their products. It is, in most in- 
stances, due to the improper prepara- 
tion, handling or storage of food, Miss 
Gertrude E. Conant, extension nutri- 
tionist, University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture, explains. All canned 
foods are subjected to thorough heat- 
ing at temperatures high enough to de- 
rtroy all pahtogenic bacteria and their 
products, and also the most resistant 
organisms which cause spoilage of 
food. Hence, the freshly opened can 
is the cleanest container in the aver- 
age kitchen. 


There is no reason why the food 


should be removed from the can im- 
mediately. It Will not spoil any more 
quickly in the can than irt any other 
open container. 


If, however, the food, is acid, it may 


act slowly on the tin after air is ad-1 
milled and small amounts of metdl 
may be absorbed. These substances 
are perfectly harmless, but may give a 
slight taste to the food, the nutritionist 
adds.

Hedge Plants 


Hedge plants look best when they 


are trimmed to conform to the natural 
growth of the plant. 


The old-fashioned soup-bowl haircut 


looks no more out of place than the 
annual trim some hedges get in win- 
ter time. In trimming this year, P. T. 
Ecton, extension horticulturist, sug- 
gests that the individual stems be cut 
back evenly on the sides and over the 
top. The bottom twigs are tdimmed to 
the same distance as the sides. An in- 
verted V shape is the best, and it may 
be that arched on top or flattened. If 
each twig is topped when trimming, 
side, sprouts will be encouraged, re- 
sulting in a denser growth, the horti- 
cultursit points out. 


Canning Temperature 


Very little spoilage of canned foods 


is reported by home demonstration 
club members who can at propgr tem- 
peratures. They find canning powders 
entirely unnecessary. 


No chemical preservative should 


ever be used to prevent food spoilage, 
according to Miss Gertrude E. Conant, 
extension nutritionist of the University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture. 
High temperatures are depended upon 
to kill organisms which cause spoil- 
age. Foods such as fruits, which are 
slightly acid, will keep when subject-

have to be subjected to much'higher' 
temperatures, and these are obtained 
through the use of steam pressure. 
The higher the pressure, the higher 
the temperature. The hermetic seal 
ten protects the food from further con- 
tamination, the nutritionist said. 


Pruning Trees 


:Young trees can be pruned to avoid 


the unattractive "sling-shot" appear- 
ance that so otten occurs. When two 
branches of equal length develop on 
the young tree, one can be shortened 
to make the other leader dominant. 
Side branches should be trimmed off 
for about 6 feet, as a low-branched 
tree is not satisfactory, suggests P. T.' 
Ecton, extension horticulturist, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri-, 
culture. 
;' 


In older trees, the most conflicting 


branches should be sawed out to pre- 
vent rubbing and crowding. In remov- 
ing large limbs, Mr. Elcton advises saw- 
ing slightly, just below the final cut 
so that the bark will not be stripped. 
Sawing should be done close to the 
limb or trunk so that a stub will not 
be/left to'.interfere with healing the 
cut, and the cuts' should be "painted 
over to prevent rotting. Sprouts should 
be trimmed off the runk, and the bor- 
ers killed with a hooked wire. 


Leaning trees that are still fairly 


young can be,straightened by bracing 
with a wire pegged to the ground and 
gradually tightened. The wire should 
be padded with garden hose or old 
rubber tire to prevent.cutting the bark. 


Canning of Meat 


No fried meat should be canned, as 


the fat usually becomes rancid upon 
standing. It is also important that 
meat should not be overcooked before 
it is placed in the can or jar, according 
to Miss Gertrude E. Conant, extension 
nutrition, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Heating a roast 
through about 30 minutes is sufficient 
before processing. When it is process- 
ed at 15 pounds pressure for one hour, 
the meat is cooked well done. 


One reason why spoilage occurs is 


inefficiency of the steam gauge. Pres- 
sure cookers should be tested before 
any meat canning is done, Miss Conant 
said. A temperature of 249 degrees 
Fahrenheit is correct for 15 pounds 
pressure, and any gauge that registers 
as low as 223 degrees at 15 pounds 
pressure should be replaced. 


The testing is done with a "maxi-

WASHINGTON-Evcn the late Har- 


ry Houdini could never figure out how 
a country could have higher prices, 
less money to spend nnd, at Hie same 
lime, as much or more business than 
before. 


That's the chief factor behind more 


nnd more public tulk about prices— 
especially "monopolistic" 
prices—and 


the possibility of congressional Inves- 
tigations and anti-trust laws. 


One is entitled to ask: What is this 


price situation about Which so much 
fuss is being made? 


Forty per cent of the wholesale bus- 


iness in commodities is beirig done in 
goods whose prices are higher than 
they were in September," 1920. This fact 
has been worked out from Department 
of Labor statistics as of last September, 
which showed that 281 of the 784 items 
on which price figures are collected 
were higher at that time than on the 
eve of the big depression eight years 
ago. 


Against those figures, say the anti- 


monopolists, is the fact that the income 
of consumers is u third lower than 
jt was in 1929. 


Still Held Rigid 


: Some prices have gont down since 
last summer. The fire from Congress 
and government officials is being di- 
rected at price-fixing industries which 
began to boost prices in the fall of 193C 
and now continue to hold them rigid. 
Because of rapid technological im- 
provement and labor saving methods, 
it is contended there are few if any 
justifications for prices above the 1929 
level. 


The average wholesale price level 


last- September was 90 per cent of 1929.

Many. Blame Labor 


Widespread opinion is that price in- 


creases have been due to wage in- 
creases: obtained by organized Inbor. 
Assistant Attorney General Robert H 
Jackson, the administration's anti-trust 
crusader, after a speech in New York 
in -which he attacked high fixed prices, 
received a smal Isnowstorm of letters 
from persons who blamed labor. 


Now Jackson comes back with the 


results of a detailed and authoritative 
study by federal statisticians following 
the. 10 per cent wage increase in the 
steel industry, the most dramatic and 
important increase of the yeur. 


He says the wage increases could 


have been covered by a 5.5 per cent 
price increase—or 9.1 per cent to cover 
higher material costs due to wage 
increases elsewhere—but that the act- 
ual 1936-37 steel price increase wus 
21 per cent.
